TO RICHARDSON 


Only Candidate to Keep His 
Pledges, Merriam Says 


Education Department Chief 
. Scored Before Club 


Speaker of Assembly Ably 


Defends Budget Idea 


Frank F. Merriam, Speaker of 
the Assembly, was enthusiaatically 
applauded by members of the City 
Club yesterday when, in concluding 
a discussion of the Governor's 


economy budget, he referred to 
Mr. Richardson as “the first man 
who has had the courage to live up 
to campaign pledges.” Mr. Merriam 
explained the tremendous diffi- 
culties overcome by the new ad- 
ministration in preparing and sub- 
mitting the budget estimates and 
announced that a supplement to 
the budget is being prepared by the 
Governor for submission to the 
Legislature early next month. 
“There is no desire or intention 
on the part of the administration 
to harm any necessary function of 
the State,” he said, “and where in- 
justices occur they will be elimi- 
nated by supplementary action.” 


ONE DISCORDANT NOTE 


The Speaker asserted that ‘all 
State departments, “with one ex- 
ception,” are co-operating with 
Gov. Richardson and .endeavoring 
to ald him in perfecting his finan- 
clal program for the ensuing two 
years. The “exception” is the 
State Superintendent of Public In-, 
struction, who, instead of taking 
up budget matters with the Gov- 
ernor, has been to the State 
endeavoring to form a political 
organization tn thé schools opposed 
to the new administration's re- 
trenchment policy. 

Explaining that the courts have 
prevented the State from carrying 
into effect provisions of the King 
tax bill relating to railroads, and 
thus limiting State revenues, Mr. 
Merriam quoted budget figures to 
show that the Governor is trying 
to have the State operate within 
ite income and that the whole ef- 
fort of the new administration has 
been to distribute the available 
funds as equitably as possible. 


WHERE TO GET MONEY 


“If you want to Increase the 

budget,” said Mr. Merriam, “con- 

sider, first, where you are going to 

get the money. It is estimated that 

the revenues of the State during} 
the coming biennium will not ex- 

coed $8 000,000, of which the 

Governors budget appropriates ap- 

proximately $79,000,000, leaving 
$2,000.000 or less for 

purposes. We can't increase taxes 
ang the courts are still debating 
the Increase voted by the Legisia- 
ture two years ago. 

“And don't forget that you are 
paying the State taxes: the public 
utilities are tax collectors and ev- 
ery cent they pay the State is 
paseed on to you In rates. 

‘The people of California must 
consider Btate finances in the samel 
light as they do their personal 
finances. A sensible business man 
will not spend mere than his in- 
come allows and, even if it pinches, 
he will make such reductions and 
retrenchments as the circumstances 
require. That ls the principle up- 
on which Gov. Richardson is work- 
ing at Sacramento and the people 
should stand back of him: for he 
ia the first man who, after having 
made definite campaign pledges, 
has had the courage to live up to 
them.” 

REAPPORTIONMENT TOUCHED 

Mr. Merriam also diecussed the 
reapportionment situation and, 
after debate among the members, 
the following resolution concerning 
a possible initiative measure to ob. 
tain proper reapportionment by an 
amendment to the State constitu- 
tion was adopted: 

“Resolved that the Loe Angeles 
City Club discuss with other civic 
organizations the advisability of 
submitting by petition an amend- 
ment to the State constitution 
which shall repeal the present 
clause requiring the Legislature to 
reapportion the State after each- 
Federal census is taken and sub- 
mit directly to the people a pro- 
vision which reapportions the 
State in accordance with the in- 
tent of the constitution.”

Search for Other Bandits 
in Holdup Here Con- 
tinued in Sacramento 


@earch for the three bandits 
who on the 18th Inst. shot and 
killed Bam McGee and then robbed 
two bank guards employed by the 
First National Bank of $100,000 in 
registered mall, centered In Sacra- 
mento today as a result of the ar- 
rest there of John Hellum. 

Gacramento authorities assert 
that Hellum answers in practically 
every detail the description of the 
bandit who killed McGee in cold 
blood without giving him a chance 
for his life. The killing occurred 
at the intersection of Fourth and 
Wall streets. 

The suspect also is wanted at 
Fort Worth, Tex.. on a charge of 
murder. He wag arrested by De- 
tectives Roberts and Nelson cf 
Bacramento and the two detectives 
are carefully tracing his activities 
in an effort to connect him with 
the killing and robbery.

HARBOR NEEDS ARE TOLD 


Former Prediction o 
Fulfill 


Chamber of Commerce Expert 
in Growth 


The Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce which is the particular 
sponsor and exploiter of the har- 
ber, calls attention to the shipping 
figures for the month of January 
at the port, which is simply the 
fulfillment of the analysis made, 
by the Chamber's Foreign Trade 
Department last October, when for 
the first time Los Angeles Harbor 
shipping exceeded that of San 
Francisco. In January 1920, ton- 
nage at the municipal wharves 
alone amounted to but 374,897 
tons, involving 220 ships. January, 
1923, recorded 270 ships with a 
municipal wharf tonnage of 1,215,- 
228 tons. Adding to this about 
250,000 tons of shipping handled 
at the private docks, the first 
month of the declared banner year 
boasts the record tonnage of 1,- 
465,238 tons. 


Now, declares Frank Wiggins, 
with this “I told you so,” uttered 
sometime back on the steamer 
Yale, there is no excuse for the 
special committee of two hundred 
not to be completed immediately.

The cold weather and heavy snows

fgg true strength of a country Illes in 
ite rural population. Great cities have 
always been centers of disturbance and de 
cay. Even for the sake of the cities, rural 
setJement should be encouraged. 

A general discussion of the land settle 
ment problems of the State of California 
with numerous suggestions for their solu 
tion opened a recent land-settlement con- 
ference at Berkeley under the auspices of 
the Department of Agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of California. More than 150 per- 
sons, from all parts of the State, were in 
attendance. 

Dr, Kiwood Mead actéd as chairman ané 
made the opening address of the confer- 
ence in which he outlined In general the 
work to be accomplished in land settlement 
in California. He said: 


“This conference is to consider what, in 
ita truest sense, is a public problem, “What 
we are to do with the thinly peopled lands 
and the kind of rural civilization we are to 
create are of vital importance not only to 
California but to every State of the Union 
as well, 


“We can go further than that. There ‘ts 
not a country In the world that is not faced 
wits the problem of the exodus of people 
from the country to the cities. It is not « 
matter that will solve itself. The entire 
world is thinking as it never thought be- 
fore a what can be done to check the 
growing inflvence of the city. 

“This university believes that California 
trrigeted lands, of which there are 2,000,000 
acres now lying idle, have attractions and 


-advantages not found in equal measure in 


any part of this country. We have land of- 
fering the opportunity for the creation of 
homes for 100,000 families. Our problem 
is to get these families in the State and to 
create condition® by which they can live 


respectably for a period of a few years un- 


til they can get the land under intense cul 
tivation and can then pay for their farms 
and continue to make a living. These are 
some of the problems we have asked you to 
come here and discuss.”

Club Work

tension method of demonstrating 

desirable practices in agriculture 
to competitive groups of boys and giris of 
high school and upper-elementary school 
age. In California these competitive groups 
or clubs have centered their activities in 
contests involving the growing of various 
farm crops and animals. The contests are 
so planned that they will not only demon- 
strate the best farm practices, but also re- 
turn a profit, proving that good farming 
pays. Detailed cost records are kept in 
each contest. 

As far as is possible such contests are 
chosen as will fit into the demonstrations 
outlined in the regular program of work of 
the farm bureau and agricultural exten- 
sion service. Other features that deter- 
mine the type of contest in a community 
are the available leadership and the agri- 
cultural practices of the community. 

Agriculture club work in Los Angeles 
county is supervised by a county club lead- 
er, co-operating with the farm bureau de- 
partments, a district club leader and va- 
rious high school agricultural teachers. 
The county club leader is a member of the 
agricultural extension staff and is em- 
ployed jointly by the University of Califor- 
nia and the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

The business experience secured by boys 
in club work is invaluable. The latest sta- 
tistics available in California show that 
289 clubs are organized in as many commu- 
nit.es. Of the 2551 boys and girls enrolled 
1672 submitted records last year, showing 
products valued at $126,291.51. Keeping 
accounts on the farm is necessary before 
i greater efficiency can be secured. If the 
keeping of accurate records in these clubs 
does nothing more than teach our future 
farmers the relation between such book-

In this committee were eight members who 

cared for a total of 1810 hens. The net 

profit reported for the fourteen months’ 
contest was $1755.22. All of the local poul- 
try contests have been popular and protit- 

able, many of the boys having made a 

profit of $1 or more per hen ior the four 

months’ feeding periods. 

Pig feeding has also been a popular form 
of club work. The members demonstraied 
the superior value of pure-bred animals 
over gre@es and of a well-balanced ration 
over Indifferent feeding. Forty-four boys 
reported raising sixty p.gs, valued at 
$1019.40, with a profit of $158.68, which is 
a return of IS per cent on total costs. 

The boys who cared for pigs showed t = 
by using a well-balanced ration, ht 
could be produced, under conditions then 
prevailing, at an average of 7%) cents a 
pound, with an average daily gain of 1.07 
nounds. Some of these boys are now en-

In Los Angeles county, during 1922, 187 
boys and girls were enrolled in club work 
and of these 160 made reports of ther 
work. The value of products grown by» 
those reporting was $25,977.09. The value 
ahove costs, or net profit, was $5765.76, giv- 
ing a return of 28 per cent on the invest- 
ments. Work during the past year has 
been closely related to the farm bureau's 
program of work. 

YVoultry contests.have held first place 
throughout the couaty in the enrollment of 

members and also in the net protit ‘made: 
These contests have demonstrated the prof- 
it in poultry culture under good manace- 
ment. Of an enrollment of eighty boys and

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Wild F lower Bee Pastures of Topanga Canyon 


BY MARY E. WALTER 


» at 


Thousands of acres of bee pasturage border the Topanga Canyon road, 
which connects the San Fernando Valley with the Coast. 


ROM the sea to the summit of the 
F range up Topanga Canyon there is a 

vast bee pasturage where, for over 
thirty-five veurs, part ef the honey supply 
of tos Angeles has been gathered. 

West of Santa Monica, this pleturesque 
conyen cuts through the hills toward San 
ternando Valley. The rainfall there ts « 
siderable greater than in Los Angeles, 
sometimes as much as twenty-six inches, 
necording te records kept by bee farmers. 

Asa result. a dense growth of shrubbery, 
‘ines and flowers covers the steep, uncul- 
‘Ivable sides of the canyon. Such rainfall 
net only encourages a wealth of bloom hut 
sida, as hee men know, in filling the bloom 
with abundance of honey. The bee pastur- 
age starts near the seashore, but the honey 
farma begin five miles up the highway, 
above the fog line, and run to the summit 
of the range, stopplit at te slope inland. 

The entire year, month after month, some 
plant In season offers tempting store to the 
honey-hunting Insects, and the calendar of 


the Topanga bee becomes a_i wild-flower 
calendar, with predominating bloom as fol- 
lows: 

January—manzanita and pussy willow, 
the latter for pollen. February—wild cu- 
cumber and wild gooseberry. March—fruit 
blossoms, cultivated. April, May, June— 
white, biack and purple sage. 
Malta. Dirty, August—-sumac. September, 
October, ANovember— wild buckwheat, hoar- 
hound. 

All through these seasons = especially 
in the spring, beginning as early as Janu- 
ary, a mass of flowers flaunt themselves on 
the sunny slopes and hide under the bushes, 
adding to the supply of sweet and varying 
the flavor. 

The black and the purples sage are most 
prolific of bloom in Topanga and yield 
highly desirable honey. The sages bloom 
on till July, if there is enough rain, over a 
period of about three and a half months. 
White sage, said to make the best Califor- 
nia honey. (even better than the famous 


California orange honey, some apiaristsa be 
Heve, and nearest the white-clover honey 
of Rustern States and Canada.) is less plen- 
tiful on the mountain slopes of this district. 

In July, as the sages are going out, there 
comes the sumac, producing a strong, dark 
extract, best mixed with sage. Seon after 
wild alfalfa brings an abundance of fine 
honey, then, with ample rainfall, the wild 
buckwheat and hoarhound will bloom on till 
December, supplying bee pasturage of the 
finest kind, 

Topanga bees glean plentifully, according 
to their calendar, from January to Septem- 
ber, or about eight months. This length 

season makes unnecessary the removal 
of bees to other pasturage, which must be 
done when feeding ground is limited to or- 
ange or other fruit blossoms. In April, May 
and June, the honey “flows,” that is, it is 
removed from the comb and prepared for 
the trade. 


Topanga has a constant water supply: 
the luxurious green grass reveals the pres- 
ence of springs and water close to the sur- 
face. On the Cheney Ranch of 440 acres 
about seven miles up the canyon highway 
from the sea, the owner claims fourteen 
springs, enough to water all the bees in 
Southern California. 

Despite the water and flowers and width 
of range, there is limited pasture, farmers 


e 


claim, for the number of bee stands. Since 
bees will, if necessary, fly over five miles, 
the bees of one farm could cover most of 
the canyon territory. 

Some fourteen bee farms in Topanga, 
with from 10 to 300 hives each, make about 
1800 hives. If one counts 6000 bees to a 
hive, the multiplication begins and shows 
why Topanga bee men insist on the limita- 
tion of this wild pasture. 

The Topanga honey industry dates from 
pioneer days, for Mr. Cheney, a typical Call- 
fornia settled there thirty-two 
years ago and found even then a flourtsh- 
ing bee ranch in that wilderness § through 
the loveliness of Which now runs a favorite 
scenic boulevard of Southern Californ.a. 

Wild bees preempt much of this pictur- 
esque pasturage and lead to considerable 
hybridization, making it impossible to main- 
tain a thoroughbred stock. Farmers have 
been able to hive some of the wild swarms 
and keep them at work. The hybrid, says 
A. R. Julian, who has been In the canyon 
since 1911, is an industrious black bee, 
though cross and hard to handle. 

The stands in Topanga average about 
eighty pounds a year, say ranchers there. 
In good years stands have produced as 
much as °00 pounds, often fifty pounds a 
week in the height of the season.

The only countries which showed 
a imcrease during the last decade 
were the Philippine Islands, with 1,000,000 
head, and Spain with over 2,000,000 head. 
Since 1920 the number of hogs in Iowa have 
decreased 300,000; in Hilinois, 600,000: in 
Migsouri, 200,000; in Oregon, 33,000: in 
Washington, 53,000, and California, 75,000. 
From 1910 to 1920 exports of fresh or frozen 
pork decreased in Netherlands from 52,112, 
000 pounds to 3,427,000 pounds: Denmark's 
exports decreased from 1910 to 1919 from 
1,337,000 pounds to 622,000 pounds: while 
from 1910 to 1920 the United States has in- 
creased her exports from 927,000 
pounds to 38,306,000 pounds. During the 
same ten-year period Germany had  in- 
creased her imports from 8,211,000 pounds 
to 14,445,000 pounds of this commodity, 
while importations of pork in the United 


Kingdom increased over 2,500,000 
and in Canada over 10,000,000 aa 


Information just released by the division 
of crop and livestock estimates, Federal Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics in co-opera- 
tion with the California Department of 
Agriculture, indicates that pasture and 
live stock in California are in a better con- 
dition than is usual for this time of year. 
Stockmen are especially optimistic over the 
unusually favorable season so far, as both 
cattle and sheep are faring well and lamb 
ing is progressing with minimum losses. 
Although growth of grass has been some 
what retarded by the cold of early Febru- 
ary, there is a good supply of moisture in 
the ground and a rapid growth of green 
feed is expected. 


A new high mark was established by 
cows in the Los Angeles County Farm Bu- 
reau Cow-Testing Association for the 
month of January. Forty-nine hundred and 
forty-three cows tested produced an aver- 
age of 854 pounds of milk and 34.4 pounds 

butter fat. There were 1437 cows that 
uced more than forty pounds butter 
fat for the month. A new record of pro- 
duction was set by five cows for the month 
of January. The five high cows in the as 
sociation produced 622.4 pounds of butter 
fat, or am average of 124.5 pounds of butter 
fat per cow. It is doubtful if any five cows 
in one association in the country can ap 
proach this record. The average milk pro 
duction of these five cows was 3080 pounds 
of milk per cow. The month's record also 
shows that the pure-breds in the associa 
tion averaged 1020 pounds of milk and 38 
pounds of butter,fat, while the grades aver- 
aged 836 pounds of milk and 34 pounds of 
butter fat. Mais Bros., Long Beach, had 
the highest producing pure-bred heifer, 4 
Holstein with a monthly butter-fat produc 
tion of 73.4 pounds; Adohr Stock Farm,

per cent—equal to nearly 25 per cent of 
prewar world production. Let us get down 
to actual figures, and then the,meaning of 
what is aa place in Australia, and iu 
other parts of the British Empire, will be- 
come increasingly clear. It now looks as 
if what Lancashire has been talking for so 
many years is about to materialize within 
the next generation—almost a radical re- 
arrangement in the world’s sources of cot 
ton. . 


CHANGE WILL BE SLOW 


It should, however, be clearly understood 
that no claims are being made that these 
changes will come about over night—like 
the mythical American million who were 
to have sprung to arms over night in recent 
years—for, like the raising of an army, the 
upbuilding of any great agricultural indus- 
try is one which takes time and training to 
develop. It will take nearly 20,000,000 
acres to replace America’s decreasing pro- 
duction, to say nothing of normal annual 
increase requirements. So that as trade 
conditions gradually improvee the world 
over, it certainly looks as if there will be 
room for everybody for some time to come.

Cotton growing is not, of 
confined to Australia in its new develop 
ment in the British Bmpire; where Egypt 
and the Sudan, India, British Guiana and 
other regions are all present and potential 
cotton growers, with promise of great ex- 
pansion in the future; but the claim is 
made, that with India’s cotton crop of in- 
ferior quality and her exports largely going 
to Japan, and with inferior black labor only 
available in other sections, Liverpool and 
Lancashire are now looking more and more 
to Australia as a future source of supply of 
the best grades. Im the same manner, 
there is little question but that California 
is destined to play an important part in 
fulfilling the ever-increasing demands of 
the American manufacturer, especially for 
long staples and the better kinds of short 
staple. 

Australia has no boll weevil. 


The future of cotton growing in Califor 
nia is undoubtedly very bright; serious as 
they are, late set-backs can be but tempor- 
ary. Much of the trouble in the South was 
due to the inferior grade of cotton accumu- 
lated and the fact that thousands of bales 
left unprotected in the weather were ren- 
dered almost impossible of use by the 
spinner. A surplus of inferior grade in any 
product always has a tendency, and a very 
strong one, to kill the market for good and 
bad alike. So it was to great extent with 
past cotton markets, for the major part of 
the southern surplus which had to be 
worked off has been very inferior in — 
ity. The supremacy of American cotton is 
by no means threatened as yet: but the 


fact remains that the great development 
promised in the near future outside the 
States, bodes well for the future of devel- 
opment in California.

Did you ever hear of a cow that pro 
duced 312 pounds of butter fat a year and

Los Angeles county are ade 
ing such cows tq their herds at the rate 
728 per year. 

The herds which entered in the Cow- 
Testing Association under the auspices of 
the dairymen’s department of the Los An- 
geles County Farm Bureau, during the fis- 
cal year just completed, av 312.3 
pounds of butter fat per cow. ig almost 
exactly twice the average production of all 
dairy cows in the State of California. But 
the members who had been testing their 
cows for two years or more made an aver- 
age of 353.6 pounds of butter fat. This is 
13% per cent increase in production per 
cow. As the association membership has 
grown rapidly to the point where it in- 
cludes 5500 cows,-*applying this proportion, 
we find that members by Improved meth- 
ods increase their total yield of butter fat 
without increasing their herds just as much 
as they would by purchasing 728 cows like 
those of the new members. That means a 
lot of interest and overhead saved, a lot 
of extra barns not built and a lot of good 
hours not spent in milking, feeding and 
choring. The average cow in California 
will not repay her owner for his labor and 
if the dairyman cannot make a profit, he 
will naturally be forced to invest his capi- 
tal and his effort in other lines. With the 
record of actual milk and fat production, 
he has the key to improvement through the 
principles of successful dairying, such as 
weeding, feeding and breeding.

Raffla was 
first grown in Japan, and during the war 
the price was almost prohibitive. It is a 
swamp grass, and when cured, is 
very strong. A very good quality of this 
article is said to be grown im Arisona at 
the present time. 

Most of these vegetables are 


years, the Japanese have perfected a sys 
tem of intercropping that equals the inten- 
sive culture of vegetables as practiced in 
Europe. For instance, radishes and spinach 
are planted at the same time on the same 
ridge. The double drills are spaced about 
twelve inches apart on top of the ridges, 
the radish seed row about an inch from 
that of the spinach, and, as the radishes 
mature quickly, they are bunched before 
The Japanese growers have many 

combinations, which enable them to take’ 
at least three crops from the same land 
every year. ‘Their profits are enormous.
